I have the honour to submit my Report for the year 1903. 

In continuation of my former Report, with reference to the re-arrangement of the 
collection after the completion of the new buildings, I have to say that the re-hanmno- 
of all the pictures was completed early in the year. Owing, however, to various small 
items of work still unfinished, the contractors were unable to hand over the buildings 
to the Board of Works until March, and, in consequence, it was not found possible to 
open the Gallery to the public until the 16th of that month. The entire collection 
was then in its place, as recorded in my last report.
